Report of the Reforestation Committee 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen,—Your Reforestation Committee beg leave to 
report as follows: 
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With reference to applications for grants from School 
Sections towards a forestry plot in connection with the school, 
the Reforestry Committee recommends that a total grant of 
$500.00 be apportioned towards this project. That a grant of 
$50.00 be made to the first 10 schools applying for same. In 
case more than 10 School Sections apply for this grant, that 
the Reforestry Committee select the School Section appor- 
tioning it equitably among the Townships. | 


With reference to the Resolution of the Norfolk County 
Chamber of Commerce which was referred to us for consider- 
ation. After going into all details of the question your Com- 
mittee recommend the following: 


1. That County Councils be authorized under the Act, 
by by-law to invest assessors with power to entirely exempt 
“Tree Growth” from taxation. 


2. That this legislative authority be optional and there- 
fore not an imposition on those Counties which are strictly 
agricultural or for other reasons are not potential forest dis- 
tricts, and are therefore not in sympathy with the afore-stated 
amendment. 


3. That “Tree Growth” be defined: (a) Natural Forest 
or Farm Woodlots; (b) Forest Plantations Established by 
Reforestation; (c) Fruit Trees. 


4. That all LAND under tree growth be taxed on an 
assessment valuation on a basis comparable with that imposed 
on neighboring non-planted land of similar soil and site con- 
ditions.
